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the control and direction of the common counecil; they shall
have power to scttle, compromise or prosecute all sach
actions on the part of the village when said village shall be
a party, or be interested in such actions, and no person shall
be an incompetent juror by reason of being an inhabitant of
said village, in an aection to which the village shall be a
arty.

P SE}O. 17. In all respects not hercin provided for, said
village shall be and continue a part of the township of
Litchfield.

Sec. 18.  Tho corporation is invested with all powers to
carry into full force, virtne and effect all and every part of
the charter of said village, and the acts amendatory tﬁereof,
and to carry into execution the same, shall have power to
pass and ordain all and every ordinance necessary to carry
out fully the meaning and interest thereof.

Sec. 19, All previous acts and mmnendments thereto,
which in any way conflict with the provisions of this act,
are herchy repealed.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota »

Sectiox 1. All that part of the county of Fillmore,
State of Minnesota, within the limits and boundaries here-
inafter described shall he a village by the name of Spring
Valley and the pecple now inhabiting, and those who shall
hereafter inhabit within the district of country hercin de-
seribed shall be a municipal corporation by the name of the
village of Spring Valley, who shall have the general powers
possessed by municipal corporations at common law, and in
addition thereto shall possess the powers Lercinafter espec-
ially granted, and tho authorities thereof shall have perpot-
ual succession, shall be capable of contracting and being
contracted with, of sueing and being sued, pleading and
being impleaded in all courts of law and equity, and shall
Lave a comnon seal and may change and alter .lie same at
pleasure, and may take, hold and purchase, lease and econ-
vey such real and persenal and mixed estate as the purposes
of the corporation may require within or within the limits
of said village.

Sec. 2. The territory included in the following limits
and boundaries shall constitute the village of Spring Valley
to-wit: The west half of the southeast quarter and the
southwest quarter of section twenty-seven; also tho south-
cast quarter of section twenty-eight, and the cast half of
the southwest quarter of section twenty-eight, and the east
half of the west half of section thirty-three, and the east
Lalf of section thirty-three, and the west half of section
thirty-four, and the west half of the east half of section

thirty-four in township nmmber one hundred and three,

range thirteen west.

Seo. 3. The elective officers of sald village shall be five
trustees and one justice of the peace, who ghall bo styled
villagoe justice, one recorder, onec treasurer, one assessor,
one village marshal, one attorney, a village surveyor, and
one overseer of highways for each road distriet, who shall
hold their respective offices for one year and until their
successors are elected and qualified. All village officers
shall have resided in the village six months next preceding
their election and be qualified voters of the State.

SEc. 4. The term of all officers shall commence as soon
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as they are elected and qualified. All officers shall, before
cutering upon the discharge of the duties of their respective
offices, each take and subseribe an oath to faithfully and
honestly discharge the duties of his office, which said oath
of office shall be filed with the recorder of the said village.

CHATTELR II.

Srorion 1. Thero shall be a ecouncil composed of the
five trustees who shall elect one of their number chairman,
which shall be styled the village council of the village of
Spring Valley.

Sec. 2. The village council shall judge of the gualifica-
tions, election and veturns of its own members, and shall
determine all contested clections, and in such cnses shall
have power to send for persons and papers.

Sec. 3. A majority of tho village council shall consti-
tute a quornm to do Dbusiness, but a smaller nunber may
adjourn from day to day, and compel the attendance of
absent members under such penalties as shall be preseribed
by ordinance.

Spo. 4. The village council shall have power to deter-
mine the rule of its proceedings, punish its members for
disorderly conduct and with the conenrrence of two-thirds
of tho members elected expel a memhber after due notice
given, and an opportunity extended to the accused to he
eard by counsel or otherwise.

Sec. 5. The village counecil shall keep a journal of its
proceedings, and ayes and nays, when demanded by any
member present, shall be entered on the journal; and the
style of all ordinances shall be *“The village council of the
village ot Spring Valley do ordain.”

Seo. 6. The first clection of officers in said village shall
be held on the second Tuesday in March, one thousand
eight hundred and seventy-two, and on the day of the an-
nual town election thereatter, at which time the electors of
of said village qualified to vote at town elections may clect
by ballot and by plurality of votes, five trustees, one village
justice, one recorder, one treasurer, one assessor, one village
marshal, one attorney, one village surveyor, and one over-
seer of highways for each road distriet. The village council
shall give ten days’ notice of the time and place of holding
said election, by posting up written or printed notices there-
of in three public places [in the village,] and by cansing such
notice to be published in one or more newspapers printed
and published in said village. The elections shall be held
and conducied in the same mmanner as town elections, and
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the laws of this state applicable to elections generally shall
apply as far as consistency will admit, and the oath of a
voter shall be the same as at town mecetings, and false
swearing shall be perjury. The village council shall meet
on the first Monday atter their election, and monthly there-
after during their termn of oflice.

Sec. 7. That for the purposes of the first election nnder
this act Charles Evans, I. N. Cuunmins, and G. W. Gregory
shall be inspectors of clection, and also the board of can-
vassers for such election, and shall perform all the duties
and shall possess all the powers of inspectors of election and
board of canvassers prescribed by this act; they shall ap-
point the place of holding the polls of such clection, and
post or publish notice thereot ten days before the same;
and all subsequent clections shall be conducted by the
village connecil, who shall be inspectors of such election.

Sze. 8. Any vaeancy oceurring in the village conncil
shall be filled by the remaining members of the conncil
and the village justice. Any vaeaney [occurring] in any
other oftice shall be filled by the village council. Any per-
son so appointed to fill a vacancy shall hold his office and
discharge the duties thereof for the unexpired term, and
with the same rights and subject to the same labilities as
the person whose office he may have been appointed to fill.

Sec. 9. Noe officer shall receive compensation except tho
treasurer, marshal, recorder, overseer of highways, attorney
and village justice; and in all such cases compensation shall
be fixed by by-law where the laws ot the state do not defihe
such compensation.

Any person, having been an officer of the
village, who shall not, within six days after having been

Skcrion 1. The treasurer, marshal, and such other of-
ficers as the village council muy direct, shall severally, before
entering nupon the duties of their respective offices, execnte
to the villuge of Springerilly a bond, with at least two sure-
ties, to be approved by the village council, who shall make
affidavit that they are actually [each] worth the penalty speci-
fied in such bond, overandaboveall debts and exemptions or

The recorder shall keep the corporate seal and
all the papers and records ot the village, and keep a record
of all the proccedings of the village couneil ; he shall draw
and countersign all orders on the treasurer, in pursnance of
any order or resolution of the village council, and keep a
full and aceurate aécount thereof in a book provided for
that purpose, and make 2 full and fair record of” all by-laws,
rules or ordinances made or passed by such village council.
The recorder shall have power to adininister oaths or affirm-
ations, and copies of all papers filed in his office and tran-
scripts from the records of' the village council certified to by
him under the eorporate seal shall be evidence in all courts
in like manner as it the original were produced. Ie shall
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report annually on the first day of June to the council an
estimate of the expeuses of the village for the current year,
and the revenues necessary to be raised therefor; and tho
fiscal year of the village shall commnence on the first day of
July. e shall countersign all contracts made in behalf of
the village and all certificates of work done by order of the
village council.

The treasurer shall receive all moneys helonging
to the village, and keep an aceurate and detailed account
thereof, and on the first day of July and quarterly thereaf-
ter, he shall exhibit to the village . suncil a full and detailed
account of all receipts and expenditures after the date of the
last quarterly report, and a%so the stateof the freasury,
which account shall be filed by the recorder.

Sec. 7. The village maishal shall execute such orders
and perform such duties as are preseribed by the village
council for the collection of tolls, license money and fines,
for the preservation of the public peace, for the good order,
cleanliness and governinent of the village and for all other
})urposes. He shall possess the powers of a constable at
aw under the statutos of this state and receive like foes,
and said marshal shall have the power to appoint a deputy;

The
village council shall performn the duties imposed by law upon
the supervisors of towns in levying highway taxes, and shall
be governed and restricted in the amount so levied by the
same laws applicable to supervisors of towns in levying
highway and labor taxes.

ec. 11.  The village council may designate a newspaper
printed in the village in which shall be published all ordi-
nances and other proceedings, and matters required by this
act or by tho by-laws or ordinances of the village council to
be published in a public newspaper, and all printing shall
be done for a compensation not exceeding legal rates.

Seo. 12, The village printer or printers immediately
after publication of any notice, ordinance or resolution, or
{any] other matters which by this act are or by village ordi-
nance shall be required to be published, shall file with the
recorder a copy ot such publication which shall be conclu-
sive evidence of the publication of such notice, ordinance,
resolution or other matters.

Sec. 13. No member of the village counecil shall be a
party to or interested in any job or contract with the vil-
lage, and any contract in which any member of the village
council may be so interested shall be null and void.

Sec. 14, The chairman, and each and every trustee,
marshal, recorder and justice of the peace, and constables of
the precinet of which said village is a part, shall be officers
of the peace and suppress in a summary manner all disor-

or penalty under any by-law, ordinance or regulation of said
corporation or nnder this act, or for the breach or violation
of any such by-law, ordinance or regulation, and in all cases
of offences committed against the same. All prosecutions
for assaults, batteries and affrays not indictable, and for a
breach or violation of any by-law, ordinance or regulation
shall he commenced in the name of the village of Spring
Valley, and the samo proceedings shall be had in all civil and
criminal suits or prosecutions before said justice when not
otherwise herein directed as are established and are required
to be had in civil and eriminal actions by the general laws ot
the state, before justices of the peace, except that no change
of venue shall be taken. Al fines, forfeitures and penalties
imposed by or recovered before said justice in any suit, pros-
ccution or proceeding had and commenced in the name of
said village shall be promptly }mid by said justice to the
treasurer of said corporation for tho use thereof. The village
Justice shall take judicial notice ot the by-laws, ordinances and
regulations of said corporation, and it shall not be necessary
in any action, civil or criminal, before said justice to plead or
refer to the same in any manner whatever in any pleading or
complaint, but said by-faws, ordinances and regulations shall
in said justice court be held and decmed to be public law.
The villago justice shall at least once in three months make
to the village council a full report of all moneys received by
him for fines, forfeitures and penalties, and shall pay them
into the hands of the treasurer, taking his receipt therefor.
In all cases of convictions for assaunlts, batteries and affrays
within said village, for breaches of tho peace, disorderly con-
dunet, keeping houses of ill-fame, or frequenting the same,
and of keeping or maintaining disorderly and 1ll-governed
houses, the said justice shall have poswer in addition to the
fine or penalty imposed, to compel such offenders to give
security for their good behavior, and to keep the peace
for a period not exceeding six months, and in a snm
not excceding five hundred dollars. The said justice
ghall have the same power and anthority in case of con-
tempt as a counrt of record. In case of the absence,
gickness or other inability ot said justice, or for any sufficient
reason, the chairman, by warrant, may authorize any other
justice of the peace within said town to perform the duties
of said village justice, and it shall thereupon be the duty of
the chairman to inform the village attorney and marshal of
such esubstitution, and make report thereof to the village
council, and they may confirm or set aside such appointment,
or appoint some other justice of the peace, and the justice of
the peace so appointed shall, for the timo being, possess all
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the authority, powers and rights of the said village justice.
All fines and penalties imposed by the village justice for
oftenses committed within the village limits, or for violation
of any ordinance, by-law or regulation of said village shall
belong to and be a part of the finances of said village. In

All
warrants, writs and processes of every nature issued by the
villag ~ justice shall be directed to the sherift or any constable
of the county of Fillmore, and may be executed or served by
the marshal under the provisions ot this act, or by the sheritf
or any-constable of said county, and for such purpose said
officers shall have and possess the same powers and author-
ity, which, by the gencral laws of the state, they Lave and
possess in the oxecution or service of warrants, writs and
other processes issned by justices of tho peace elected under
such general laws.

Sec. 16.  The village council shall have power from time
to time to reguire other and further duties to be performed
by any ofticer whose duties are herein prescribed, and to
appoint such other officers as may be necessary to carry into
effect the provisions of this act, and to prescribe their duties
and eompensation.  Such compensation shall be fixed at the
time the office is created or at the comnencement of the
year, and shall not be increased or diminished during the
time such officers shiall remain in oftice.  The village council
may at any time fix the compensation of any [ofﬁcgﬁ or coul-
nittee for any extraordinary service by them performed.

CHAPTER IV.

Sectrox 1. The village couneil shall have control and man-
agement of the financesand of all the property of the village,
and the said counecil shall likewise have full power and
authority to make, enaet, ordain, establish, publish, enforce,
alter, modify, correct and repeal all such ordinances, rules
and by-laws for the government and good order of the vil
lage, and for the suppression of vice, as they shall deem
expedient, and deelare and impose penalties by fine and im-
prisonment, or both, and to enforce the same against any
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person or persons who may violate any provision of such
ordinances, rules and by-laws; [and such ordinances, rules]
and by-laws are hiereby declared to be and have the full foree
of law, and for these purposes shall have anthority, by or-
dinances, resolutions or by-laws; provided, that they be not
repugnant to the constitntion of the United States or of this
state—- .

First.—To license and regulate the exhibition of cormmon
showmen and shows of all kinds, and the exhibition of cara-
vans, circusses, concerts and theatrieal performances, and
also to lHeense and regulate all auctioneers, billiard tables,
pigeon-hole tables, nine or ten-pin alleys, bowling salcons,
butchers’ shops and butchers’ stalls, and venders of butchers’
meat, pawn brokers, insurance offices and insurance agen-
cies, taverns, lager beer saloons, victnaling houses, and all
persons vending, dealing in or disposing of spiritnous, vinous,
malt or fermented liguors; provided, that not less than
twenty-five dollars, nor more than one hundred dollars shall

.be required to be paid for a druggist’s license, and not less

than one hundred dollars, nor wmore than two hundred dol-
lars shall be required to be paid for any license for the sale
of any spirituous, malt or fermented liquors ; and all other
licenses not to be less than one dollar nor more than fifty
dollars, and the fee for issuing cither of the same shall not
[exceed| beless than one dollar ; and said village council may
at any time revoke any license granted under this act, for
malconduet in the conrse of trade, and may rogulate and re-
strain the sale of fresh or butchers’ meat within the corporate
limits of said village, and punish and restrain the forestall.
ing o poultry, game, eggs or fruit within said village.

Sccond.—To restrain and prolibit the nge of all gambling
dovices whatever from being set or used for gambling pur-
poses, and to restrain and prohibit all descriptions of gaming
and fraudulent devices and practices.

Third.—To prevent any riots, noise, disturbance aund dis-
orderly assemblages; to suppress and restrain disorderly
houses or groceries, and houses of ill-fame, and to anthorize
the destruction of all instruments used for tho purpose of
gaming, and of all spirituous, vinous, fermented, mixed or
intoxicating liquors of any kind that may be kept for sale or
dealt in contrary to any ordinance of sad village.

Fourth,—To compel the owner or occupant of any gro-
cery, cellars, tellow chandlers’ shop, soap factory, tannery,
stable, barn, privy, sewer or other unwholesome or nause-
ouns honse or place, to cleanse, remove or abate the same.
To remove and abate any nuisance injurious to the publie
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health and safety, or repugnaut to morality, decency and
@ood order, and to provide for the punishment of all per-
sons who shall cause or maintain sunch nnisance. To pre-
scribe what shall constitute nuisances, and provide for the
removal or abatament thercof, either undd the ordinance or
at cominon or statute law.

TFifth.—To direct the location and management of slaugh-
ter houses and arkets in gaid village, and to regulate the
storage, keeping and conveying ot ganpowder, inflammable
oils or other combustible materials.

Sixth.—To prevent the incmmbering of streets, ‘sidewalks,
lanes and alleys.

Seventh.—To prevent immoderate riding or driving in
the streets.

Eighth.—Tao prohibit the running at large of dogs, to au-
thorize the destruction of the smmne when at large contrary
to the ordinances, and to impose fines upon their owners.

Ninth.—To prevent any person trom bringing, depositing,
or having within the village, any putrid carcass or other
unwholesome substance, and to require the removal of the
same by o competent ofticer at the expense of such person
Or persons.

Tenth.—To make and establish public pounds, pumps,
water cisterns and rescrvolrg, to erect lamps or other means
whereby to light the village, to regnlate and license hacks,
cabg, drays, carts, and charges of hackinen, conchnien,
draymen and cartmen of the village.

Eleventh—To prevent damnge to sidewalks.

Twelfth.—Ta prevent the shooting of firearms, crackers
and other projectiles, and to prevent the exhibition of any
fireworks in any situation which may be deemed by the
council dangerous to the village or any property therein, or
annoying to any citizen thereof.

Thirteenth.-—To restrain drunkards, ininoderate drink-
ing of intoxicating beverages, brawling and obscenity in the
streets or public places.

Fourteenth.—7To license and regulate peddlars, runners,
public hiouses and to regulate the police of the village.

Fifteenth. —To regulute the place and mauner ot selling
and to provide for the inspection and weight of hay and
coal, and measuring charcoal, firewood and other fuel.

Sixteenth.—To compel the ewners and oceupants of build-
ings or grounds to remove snow, dirt or rubbish from the
sidewalks, streets or alleys opposite thereto, and in his de-
fault, to authorize the removal or destruction thereot by
some officer of the village at the expense of the owner or
occupant.

may be imposed and collected.

Twenty-ninth.—The village council shall Tave power to
anthorize the formation of fire companies, hook and ladder,
and hose companies, and to provide for the due support and
regulations of the sane and to order such companies to
Lo disbanded, and their apparatusto be delivered up. Each
member of every such company shall be exempt from a poll

tax and from serving on juries during the continunance of

such membership.

Thirtieth.—The villago comncil shall appoint an inspector
of weights and measures, and preseribe his duties and fix
the fees of compensation, and the village council shall have
power to enact any other by-law, or to do any other act nece-
essary and proper to perform the duties contewnplated by
this act.

Sec. 2. All laws, ordinances, regulations and Dy-luws,
shall he passed by an affirmative vote of the majority of the
village council, and be signed by the chairman and recorder,
and shall be published in the official paper of the village
and posted for ten days in three of’ the public places in the
village.

Sec. 3. The village council shall examine and adjust
the accounts of all village officers and agents of the village,
at such time as they may deem proper, and if any such of-
ficer or agent shall refuse to comgly with the order of said
council in the discharge of their duties, in pursuance of this
scction, the council shall declare the office of such person
racant, and inay commence suit or proceedings at law
ngainst fany] such officer or agentwho may be found delin-
quent or defaulting in his accounts or in the discharge of
his offictal duties. The couneil shall make ful! record of all
such settlements and adjustinents.

Sgc. 4. They may appoint any nunber of speciul con-
stables for extraordinary occasions, and they shall consti-
tute a village police, and shall have the usual powers and
shall be under the immediate control of the marshal, who
shall o the chiet of police, and the whole shall be under
the control of and) subject to the villuge council.

Sec. 5. The cost and expenses of surveying the streets,
lanes, alleys, sidewalks, sewers, public grounds, reservoirs,
cisterns, ({mins, and the erection of buildings for village
purposes, and of cleansing and repairing the same, and con-
structing and repairing reservoirs and sewers, street cross-
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ings and cross walks, may be paid out of the general fund,
or reservoirs may Dbe built by districts designated by the
village council, but the expense of sidewalks shall be
chargeable to the lots fronting on such improvements. The
village council shall not construct sidewalks except by a pe-
tition in writing signed by two-thirds of the owners and oc-
cupants that are living opposite such improvements. Sew-
crs may be built and the expenses apportioned by the village
council among the lots and parcels of land benefited there-
by. Al resolutions or orders directing such improvements
shall be filed and recorded by the recorder.

Sec. 6. All work by the village (except the highway
taxes) shall be let by contract to the lowest bidder, and the
village council may require a bond with sureties for the faith-
ful performance of the contract; not less than ten days’ no-
tice shall be given of the letting of the contract by the post-
ing of notices by the recorder in two public places in the
village, to be signed by the chairman, and also filing said
notice with the [said| recorder at the same time.

Sec., 7. All property, real and 1})@1-5011111, in the village,
._exce_})t such as may be exempt by the laws of the state, or
18 village property, shall be subject to taxation not exceeding
one mill on the dollar per year for general purposes.  Prop-
erty exempt from taxation shall be liable to assessment for
building and repairing sidewalks.

SEc, 8. The assessor ot the village of Spring Vulley
shall qualify, and shall perform the duties pertaining to his
office in accordance with the general statutes of this state
in regard to townshipassessors. e shall be subject to all the
liabilities and pertorm all the duties of a township assessor
and receive such compensation as the council may direct.

See. 9. The village council shall report to the auditor
of Fillmore county the amount of general taxes levied on
tho village and the amountof speecial taxes levied upon
any of the lots or portions of said vilage, and shall certify
to him the lots or portions of the property upon which suclyl
special taxes are so levied, and it shall {)0 the duty ot the
county auditor to insert such taxesin the assessment roll
of the town of Spring Valley, and the same shall be col-
lected by the county treasurer or returned by him as delin-
quent, and all proceedings in relation thereto ineluding the
selling, conveying and redeeming ti)roperty shall be the same
as in proceedings on account of other taxes. All residents
of the village shall pay a village tax on their personal
property, wherever sitnated, proportionally with their real
estate fax.

Sec, 10. In all prosecutions of any violation ot this act
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or any by-law or ordinance of the village of Spring Valley
the first process shall be a warrant: Provided, That no
warrant s{mll be necessary in any case of the arrest of any
person or persons while in the act of violating any law of
the state of Minnesota or ordinance of the village ot Spring
Valley; but the person or persons so arrested may
be procecded against, tried, convicted and punished, or
discharged, in the smine manner ag it the arrest had been
by warrant.

Sec. 11. No person shall be an incompetent judge, jus-
tice, witness or juror by reason of his being an inhabitant
of said village, in any proceeding or action in which the
village of Spring Valley shall bo a party in interest.

Sec. 12, If any clection by the people or village council
shall for any cause not be held at the time nor in the manner
herein preseribed, it shall not be considered reason for ar-
resting, suspending or absolving said corporation, but such
election or organization may be had in any subsequent day
by order of the village council; and it any of the daties
enjoined by this act or the ordinances or by-laws of the
village to be done by any officer at any specified time and
the smne are not so done or performed, the village council
may appoint another time at which the said acts may be
done and performed.

Sec. 13. The said village may lease, purchase and hold
real and personal estate suflicient for all municipal purposes
thereof, and may sell and convey the same, and tlhc same
shall be free from taxation.

Src. 14 The village of Spring Valley shall not Le liable
in any case for the board or jail fees of any person who may
be committed by any officer of the village, or any magis-
trate, to the jail of IFillmore connty for any oftense punish-
able under the state laws.

Src. 15, The board of trustees, when acting as inspect-
ors of eleetion, shall receive the gante compensation as fixed
by the laws of the state.

Sec. 16. No law of this state contravening the provis-
ions of this act shall be considered as repealing, amending
or modifying the same unless such purpose be expressly set
forth in such law.

Sec. 17. This act is a public act, and need not be plead-
ed nor proven in any court in this state.

Sec. 18. This act shall not interfere with the duties of
the town supervisors of the town of Spring Valley in lay-
ing out, altering or establishing highways, building and
repairing bridges within the limits of the village of Spring
Valley: nor shall any inhabitant or property therein be ex-
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empt from taxation by the town for general town purposes.
The election of the town oflicers for the town of Spring
Valley shall be held as heretofore.
When nct to Sec. 18. This act shall take effect and be in foree trom
whe effect. and after its passage.
